Expect 7,000 Children 
To Be Enrolled 
In All County 
Institutions.

When September 7 rolls around 
7000 school children will be troop­ 
ing back to school rooms in Adams 
county after several months of play 
o r work as the case may be 
Seven 
hundred of those, according to an 
estim ate made by E E Slaybitugh 
assistant county superintendent of 
schools, will be girls and bovs of s4x 
years or older who have never be­ 
fore attending any school. 
Most of the 7000 school children 
will be going to rural schools which 
open on September 7, while the re­ 
m ainder will begin the following 
day in the borough gram m ar and 
high schools. 
In Gettysburg, more 
th an 110Q are expected to be in the 
elem entary and high school grades 
as students again this year. 
Mr Slaybaugh, who e&imated the 
num ber who will enroll this fall in 
county schools at around 7000 made 
his calculations from the 1930-31 
enrollm ent, which was slightly more 
than 6800

However, as the county superin­ 
tendent pointed out. it will not only 
be the school children who will be 
affected by the clanging of the m yr­ 
iad of the school bells over the coun­ 
ty the first Monday In September 
but also approximately 250 teachers 
who teach in 150 rural schools, nine 
high schools and about twice that 
num ber 
of 
borough 
elementary 
schools 
The enrollm ent for each school 
varies from about 20 at M cSherrys­ 
town where most of the children of 
school age attend parochial school 
to the elem entary schools in G et­ 
tysburg where hundreds of children 
of ages varying from 6 to 14 will 
be on the school rolls. 
Gettysburg college, always the last 
educational 
institution 
in 
Adams 
county to open with the exception 
of the seminary, will be the first this 
year. 
Classes are scheduled to be­ 
gin on September 4 while freshmen 
will arrive several days earlier to 
register and become acquainted with 
college rules and regulations. The 
early opening date this year has 
been fixed by the college authori­ 
ties because of the impending cel­ 
ebration of the college s centennial 
next May. 
In addition to tile teachers, jan i­ 
tors and school directors will also be 
busy about the first of September 
going about their annual prepara­ 
tions for the procession of children 
of school age from the homes to 
school houses. 
New books, crayon, 
erasers, pencils, chalk and what not, 
the things th a t go to make up the 
Bchoolroom. will have to be provided. 
Previous to the opening of schools 
the 250 teachers, who will instruct 
the 7000 school children, will receive 
instruction themselves in a five-day 
institute to be held at the G ettys­ 
burg high school beginning August 
31.
